H alfway across thee Vest- 
f jord, while going slowly owing to the 
dense fog, the steam er was ram m ed 
on the starboard side by the Kong 
H arald, a vessel of 865 tons, bound 
south and also crowded.

H arald was going slowly, but her bow

The Kong H arald suffered only 
slight dam age to her bow. 
The boats of each vessel were low­ 
ered, filled with passengers, but some 
of the more excited jumped overboard.

Traveling as guard to the payroll 
were Thomas As key, chief of police 
of Clymer, and Ray Caldwell, a clerk 
for the coal company.

crew and the payroll 
guards, there 
were about tw enty passengers on the 
car, but nothing unusual was noticed 
about them by the car crew or Chief 
Askey.
